CITY TRAFFIC ALL BLOCKED. | 


Thousands Delayed by Hold-Up of 
Trains and Surface Lines. 


The thousands of New Yorkers who 
plowed their way home on Thursday night 
through a pelting snowstorm awoke yes- 
terday to find the city beneath a blanket | 
of snow 10.02 inches deep. The city shiv- 
ered, growled, and then set out to dig it- 
eelf out. At nightfall the digging process 
had been only partly successful. Five 
deaths were recorded as a result of ex- 
posure to the weather. The victims were 
all men who dropped dead on the street 
or perished in doorways where they had | 
erept to escape the storm's fury. 

In its origin the storm was peculiar, for | 
it was really a combination of two dis- 
tinct stotms, which met in and around 
New York. One starting from the Great 
Lakes, and driven by icy winds, gathered | 
‘volume as it traveled eastward to meet a 
warmer storm, which, starting off the 
Carolinas, drove it northward. The fact | 
that the wind driving the Great Lakes 
‘storm was not of excessive velocity alone 
,@#aved New York from a genuine blizzard. 

Forecaster Emery of the local Weather 
Bureau took a few soundings and then an- 
nounced that the storm had been a record | 
one for this year, the fall measuring only | 
five inches less than the record storm of | 
last Feb. 4 and 5. He pdded cheerfully | 
that the fall of snow had/been light every- 
where except in this city, Eastern Penn- 
sylvania, Southern New York, and North- 
ern New Jersey. 

Officials of the New York traffic lines 
took from this what consolation they 
could.

ALBANY, Jan. 24.—Gov Hughes’s 
fri here are highly elated over the 
action of Secretary Taft in calling off the 
contest for the New York delegation,

They regard it merely as a strategic move 
to ‘“‘save the faces” of the anti-Hughes 
leaders, who would have been compelled 
to join the Hughes procession, however 
reluctantly, to save the State to the party 
jin November. 
| Many of the leaders here to-day have 
| indulged in rosy predictions of party har- 
} mony, as the most immediate outcome of 
| Secretary Taft's action. But the Hughes 
|men have not been among these. They 
are not willing to intrust the candidacy 
; of Gov. Hughes to Timothy L. Woodruff 
or William Barnes, Jr., or Francis Hen- 
dricks, or Herbert Parsons, who have been 
so. bitterly fighting him. 

Many anti-Hughes men also beileve that 
a fight among the Republicans will re- 
sult, regardless of Mr. Taft's action. One 
the Parsons leaders who visited the 
Capitol to-day said that he did not see 
how bitter primary fights could be avert- 
|ed. He expressed the belief, however, 
that Mr. Parsons would hold his own if 
| the Hughes issue could be eliminated. 

Gov. Hughes to-day declined to make 
| any comment on the Taft letter. He is ad- 
hering to his announcement that he will 
| have nothing to say on political matters 
{until he speaks before the Republican 
| Club on: Jan. 31.

The aggregate debts ef E. R. Thomas 
and. of Thomas, Maclay & Co, amount to 
$2,700,000 In round figures. There may 
be a variation of a hundred thousand 
dollars or so on either side. 
of the meeting of creditors already held, 
a temporary committee has been appoint- 
ed to employ accountants for an éxamina- 
tion of the books. When this has been 
completed a report will be made to the 
creditors on which a general adjustment 
can be worked out, 

The members of this committee are 
Dick S. Ramsey, a Director of the Mer- 
eantile National Bank, in which the 
Morse-Heinze-Thomas combination used 
to be dominant; Gen. Henry E. Ide, 
of the. receivers of the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company, and Gen. Brayton Ives, 
of the Metropolitan Trust 
Company. It is understood that the Mer- 
cantile National Bank is the largest single 
creditor, holding paper of E. R. Thomas 
and the brokerage firm with which he 
was affillated to the extent of about 
$500,000, The Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany is also a very large creditor. 

There are about twenty-five banking in- 
stitutions and individual bankers inter- 
ested in the Thomas settlement. Prom- 
inent among them, in addition to the 
institutions already named, are the Na- 
tional Bank of North America, where 
Charles W. Morse used to be the con- 
trolling interest; the Mechanics and Tra- 
ders Bank, a Thomas institution; the 
Consolidated National Bank, into which 
the Thomases bought a year or more 
ago, and the Hamilton Bank, just out of 
the receiver’s hands. 

When the creditors were called together 
a few days ago representatives of neariy 
all the creditor interests were present 
E. R. Thomas said that with the 
operation of his mother, the widow of 
Gen, Samuel Thomas, and that of other 
members of his family, he could raise 
$200,000 in cash and offered to produce 
this amount as a preliminary to any ne- 
gotiations with the creditors, 

Then Mr. Thomas declared that his pres- 
ent assured income was about $180,000 a 
year from the property which he had in- 
herited from his father. Of this amount 
$30,000 was so tied up that it would not 
be readily available, so that $150,000 an- 


nually remained ‘which might be used if 
he and his creditors came to an agree- 
ment.

The editorial remarks in to-day’s T1imzs, 
under the caption, “All They Want Is 
One Word,” are incorrect, in that they 
ascribe to all the osteopathists of the 
State a desire to change the Medical Prac- 
tice law of 1007 in regard to Icenses, while 
as a matter of fact the Robinson bill has 
the backing only of certain men whose 


we deem necessary for undertaking the 
cure of disease. 

The New York osteopathists, properly 80 
called, are in no way responsible for this 
bill and are decidedly opposed to any such 
measure. They have already, through 
their organization, the New York Osteo- 
pathic Society, written to the Chairman 
of the Public Health Committee of the 
Assembly protesting against. this bill. 
They worked unceasingly for the passage 
of the present Medical Practice act. The 
standard set by this act they asked for 
and worked for and have been already 
licensed by the State in accordance with | 
its provisions. They have not asked the/| 
present Legislature, nor will they ask it, 
to change that standard. 

You have therefore done them an in- 
justice which I feel sure you will at once 
correct. Aside from your imputation to 
the osteopathists of advocacy of this: bill, 
what you say of it is entirely correct.

Last Saturday some lawyers met to 
draw up 4 bhort bill to reduce the mem- 
bership of the Board of Education from 
forty-six to fifteen members, appointed 
at large by the Mayor, as now, for five 
years, each borough to have at least one 
member.

DRUGS IN FOOD 
A MENACE TO HEALTH 


|Dr. Wiley Says Life Would be 
Lengthened if Preservatives 
Were Discontinued. 


SALT SOLUTION FOR FRUIT 


Still to be Erected in Chemistry By 
reau to Show Farmers How toe 
Make the Denatured Alcohol. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Dr. H. W. 
Willey, Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the Department of Agriculture, report+ 
ed to-day to the House Committee on Ag- 
riculture the results of experiments to de- 
termine the poisonous effect on the hu- 
man system of borax, benzoic acid, ben- 
zoate of soda, sulphate of copper, sulphur 
dioxide, formaldehyde, and galycilic acid, 
when contained in foodstuffs, 

Dr. Wiley said that he ts satisfied the 
term of American Hfe would be length- 
ened if the use of such drugs in foods 
were wholly discontinued, and ts con- 
vinced that kidney disease is partly the 
result of introduction into the system of 
such preservative substances as benzoate 
of soda, carried in foods. 

He has discovered that salt solution fg 
@ perfect substitute for sulphur in the 
whitening and drying of fruit. 

“The time is coming,” said he, “both 
in our country and all European coun- 
tries, when the use of any chemical 
preservative whatsoever in foods will be 
dispensed with. Drugs are for sickness 
and food for health. There is no. excuses 
for putting drugs of any kind in foot 

“ Some of the preservatives are put into 
foods to take away the germs of fermen- 
tation. Take away the fermentation 
germs and you take away the red flag 
of warning. Fermentation is a signal of 
nature that the fruit or other food is not 
fit to eat. Certain preservatives destroy 


these fermentation germs and the sub- 
Stance does not ferment, but the polson- 
Ous quality in the food which develops 
in nearly all foods at about the time of 
fermentation is left.”’ 

Concerning milk the doctor said that 
any attempt to preserve milk is now 
frowned upon by all scientific authori- 
ties. Pasteurized milk, he declared, 
should never be used after it is three or 


four days old. 

Dr. Wiley proposes to erect next Fall 
a still &t the Bureau of Chemistry and 
operate it for two or three months, pro- 
ducing denatured alcohol daily from dam- 
aged fruit and vegetable substances such 
as can be bought cheaply in the market. 

“The law permitting the free distille- 
tion of denatured alcohol,’ said Dr. 
Wiley, “‘has not benefited the farmers 
of the country at all, for they do not 
know how to build a still or run one.” 
He purposes teaching them.

James G. Cannon, Vice President-of the 
Fourth National Bank and Chairman of 
the Associate Committee of the New 
York Clearing House, lectured at Colum- 
bia University yesterday ‘afternoon on 
“The Clearing House."

ILLINOIS CENTRAL 
TO RAISE NEW FUNDS 


| Stock Security Issue Would Give 

the Union Pacific Chance to 
Increase Its Holdings.

IN STOCK, BONDS, OR BOTH 

Cash Needed to Pay for Improvements 


Added Largely During Last Fiscal 
Year—March Meeting to Decide. 





The Yilnois Central Railroad, it was 
learned yesterday, has under considera- 
tlon an issue of new securities to pro- 
vide for its financial requirements. One 
of the Directors said last night that so 
far no specific plan for raising the needed 
funds had been adopted, nor had ~ the 
amount of cash required been fully deter- 
mined. 
| ‘The general purpose is to provide funds 
| for various improvements and to reim- 
{burse the treasury of the road for sums 
| expended for improvements. 

A banker, identified with the financing 
of the road, said. last night that he 
thought it improbable that any definite 
action would be taken before the meet- 
ing of stockholders in March. He gave 
it as his opinion that there would not 
be‘a note issue. Stock or bonds, or, per- 
haps, half bonds and half stock, he 
thought- would be the form of security 
eventually decided upon, 

At the date of the last annual report 
the Illinois Central Railroad had bills 
payable outstanding amounting to $10,- 
698,500, and presumably the most impor- 
tant item in the new financing will be a 
provision for the permanent funding of 
the money expended for improveménts 
which was raised through the issuance of 
these bills payable. 


Of this total debt $9,299,000 was added | 


to the amount during the last fiscal year. 
Of this increase the annual report ended 
June 80 last said this augmentation in 
bills represents money borrowed to pro- 


cluded $2,736,085 advanced to the Indian- 
apolis Southern Railroad Company, for | 
which the bonds of the company were 
taken; $1,029,168 for construction ex- 
penditures on the Yazoo & Mississippi 
Valley Ratlroad, which that subsidiary 
repaid with its own improvement bonds;

HE Contributors’ Club of The Atlantic 
Monthly is tn a radical mood, This 
month its members lift their voices 
against the fictitious West portrayed 
by McClure’s, Everybody's and sundry 
Sunday supplements: against the folly 
of teaching grammar, and against the Insolence of 
pretending to write as an avocation. The relation of 
the literary West to the actual West may be accu- 
rately set forth in the story of the picturesquely clad 
newcomer who addresses an Indian in shirtsleeves and 
overalls: “ Heap big Indian, come drink firewater? - 
the Indian replying, “ Thank you, I never indulge in 
alcoholic stimulants.” And there is a good deal to 
be said for the proposition that no man who has any- 
thing to write should wait until he has tired himself 
out by his regular day’s work before he sits down 
to write it. But one finds it difficult to subscribe, 
in that seriousness of heart which the gravity of its 
author demands, to the thesis that It ts inexpedient 
and irrational, not to say immoral, to persuade the 
untaught to eschew ordinary bad grammar, Far be 
it from the disciples of precision to interfere with the 
joyous independence exhibited by that part of the 
population which: says “I seén,” “Them aln‘t,” ‘Will 
I. bring it to him?” “He didn’t come yet,” if these 
usages are, as The Contributors’ Club writer alleges, 
beautiful and appropriate. Yet one hesitates ever 
so little before one agrees that the universal vogue of 
correct English would be “ Little short of a calamity.” 


The question, so much agitated on both sides of 
the Atlantic just now, of the advantage of com- 
pulsory Greek and Latin is discussed In a notable 
contribution to the current Putnam's.

Nature may or may not give that scheme actu- 
ality. There have been those who dared to think 
that the time might come for the white man to sur- 
render his burden to the yelow man, say, and for 
| destiny to run in a new line. Mr. Bernard Shaw has 
even been bold enough to suggest that man himself 
might be laid aside by patient evolution—dropped 
into the pot as a-failure, an unsuccessful experiment 
—that she might seek her superman through some 
other line of creatures less perverse. 

The world-sociologists naturally leave such ex- 
} treme possibilities out of the tount. To them evo- 

lution means the development of civilization on. its 
present lined by the descendants of its present human 
exemplars. Mr. Alston inculcates particularly eclec- 
ticism and optimism. “ If,” the possibility 
of a backward we 
cannot afford to diminish by any skepticism in prac- 
tice the inspiring force in us and in 
them from which e ady come. Only if 
the proof of a people’s inherent capacity to rise in 
the scale stood beyond reach of all question and 
criticism could .we justifiably make acceptance of the 
| belief the basis of a set policy, or treat with ridicule 
the generous labors of those devoted spirits that 
continue to hope in the transforming influence of 
Western morality and religion.” In other words, 
while Mr. Aiston does not deny the existence of 
ethnological chasms between black and white, and 
does not reject the physteni testimony of biology and 
anthropology, he is inclined to give the colored races 
{in sociology at least) the benefit of the doubt—es 
in a case “not proven.” He is not yet prepared, 
therefore, to accept as final the cold logic of a con- 
clusion like that of Mr. H. H. Powers when he says: 
“It is vastly easier to displace a feeble stock than 
to assimilate it upward by education; and if we in- 
vest our capital in a losing process, a thriftier race 
will dispossess both our protégés and us.” 

It is not necessary to suppose, Mr. Alston says, 
that the “educating will not be done because it is 
not the economical thing to do,” and he thinks the 
“worthier aim in our dealings with the backward 
races being undoubtedly assimilation rather than dis- 
placement, the efforts called forth to effect assimila- 
tion, though at first sight they may seem uneconomi- 
cal, will assuredly bring with them benefits of no mean 
order.” “ The supposed natural necessity for crowd< 
ing out the lower races,” he adds, “ is based on a nar. 
row, low, and purely quantitative analysis of human 
progress.” ‘To be sure, in the long run, nature’s way 
(of the extinction of the unfit) must win out. To be 

, also, nature, and not Mr. Alston, or even aS, 
composite “ white man,” is judge of the ultimate um.»

Christianity, intelligently applied to 
Aasiatics and Africans, then, as a civil- 
izing agent, must, in part at least, 
appropriate their virtues and make 
them its own—not oppose them—take 
their best to itself and reinforce it with 
th® best that has been extracted frow 
the West. It follows that native instt 
- tutions are not recklessly to be over- 
; turned or assumed to be wholly bad

> In “Mankind and.the Church” (Long- 

mans, Green & Co.) by seven Angli- 
can Bishops, introduced by RBishdp 
Montgomery, Secretary of the Society

IN “THE RED YEAR”. 


Louis Tracy’s Work a Poor Love’: 


Story; But a Thrilling His- 
tory of the Great 
Mutiny. 


HERE can be no doubt 


that conditions in India, 


are causing the gréatest 

apprehension in England. 

The trend of attention 

toward the immense Asi- 
atic possession of King Edward !s re- 
flected in at least two notable books of 
the day. One of these is Mr. A. B. W. 
Mason’s romance, “ The Broken Road,” 
which has already been reviewed in 
these columns. Now comes Mr. Louls 
Tracy's “The Red Year,” published in 
New York by Edward J. Clode. 

Mr. Tracy’s latest romance is do- 
scribed, in a sub-title, as “A Story of 
the Indian Mutiny.” It might almost’ 
as well be called “The Story of the 
Mutiny,” because the particular per- 
sonal adventures recorded in the ‘book 
are of little significance compared with 
the epic sweep of its narrative of.the 
great events that engulfed Hindustan 
fifty yeirs ago. The book begins much 
as the mutiny itself began—with little 
prophecy of the force and impetuosity 
into which it is presently to break. It 
begins disappointingly. This does not 
seem to be the work of the vigorous ro- 
mancer who wrote “ The Captain of the 
Kansas” and “The Wings of the 
Morning.” Characters are stiff, and 
events are mere disconnected episodes, 
while there is too plain an effort for at- 
mosphere, too much dragging in of 
chowkidars, sahibs, zemindars, bud- 
mashes, chupatties, nawabs, tikka- 
gharries, ghats, sepoys, sowars, suba- 
dars, and chaprassis. The hero, 
described as ecaping from the mutin« 
rabble with his sweetheart, has time tq 
talk like this: 

“Mounted and in motion, we have 
some chance of escape unless we fall tn 
with hostile cavalry. On foot, we are 
at the mercy of any prowling rascals 
who may be on the warpath. Let us 
rather look out for.a place somewhat 
removed from the main road. There we 
do not court observation, and we are 
sufficiently well armed to protect our- 
selves from any hostile move on the 
part of those we summon. 

All this is in the earlier part of the 
book, and it is hard reading. But one 
does well to persevere, for, when he 
gets fairly under way, Mr. Tracy writes 
by far the most thrilling account of the 
Indian mutiny and gives by far the 
most realistic and impressive picture of 
its horrors and its heroisms that has 
been made available in any book of the 
kind. 

There has not been in modern times 
in the history of any land scenes so 
fearful, so picturesque, so dramatic, 
and Mr. Tracy draws them as with the 
pencil of a Verestschagin or the pen of 
a Sienkiewicz. We are conducted from 
Meerut, where the rebellion broke out 
and gained initial headway, to Cawn- 
pur, Lucknow, to Allahabad and Delhi. 
We are introduced to Nana Sahib, Ak- 
hab Khan, Havelock, Sir John Law- 
rence; we witness the ,joulish horrors 
of Massacre Ghat and the Well of 
Lucknow, and, now with the British 
Army and now with the insurgents, 
drink in the spirit that animated “ the 
Great Madness.”

A GLIMPSE INTO THE PAST. 


A unique bit of historical recreation ts 
Harold Murdock’s “ Earl Percy’s Dinner 
Table,” (Houghton, Mifflin & Co., $5.) 
The author does not attempt to set forth 
tn fictional form the Boston of 1774-5, but 
pictures it in vivid, dramatic narrative, in 
which figure constantly the chief actors 
of the time, both British and colonial 
Earl Percy’s hospitable board is the 
ecene of the greater part of the narrative, 
end the reader gets from the conversa- 
tion of his guests picturesque accounts of 
the state of public feeling in the town, 
but toward the end there are stirring 
descriptions of the fighting at Lexington 
and at Bunker Hill. The final pages re- 
count the later histories of Earl Percy's 
guests. Copious notes tn the back of the 
book explain historical references and 
quote authorities, The volume is a beau- 
tiful example of bookmaking, substantial, 
wide-margined, bound in red boards with 
paper label. It is made with special ref- 
erence to opportunity for extra illustra- 
tion, its large pages, seven by tén inches, 
permitting the insertion of prints of con- 
siderable size, The edition comprises 650 
numbered copies.

Rehabilitate “The Old Pre- 
tender’ —Thackeray’s 
Picture a False One. 


HE New YorK Times SAt- 
URDAY REVIEW Or BOOKS 
has already printed a 
paragraph setting forth 
what, for popular pur- 
poses, may be called the 
this book.*® That is, that it 
quite incredible the picture 
Thackeray gives in “ Esmond”’ 
of the old Pretender when he in his 
turn was the young Pretender. The 
picture is very far from being a por- 
trait; has not, indeed, a single linea- 
ment of the original, 

It was legitimate for the romancer 
to bring the Pretender to England at 
the time of Queen Anne’s death instead 
of a year afterward, when he in fact 
revisited his native island for tho first 
time. The novel ig in this much more 
dramatic than the history. But whether 
it was legitimate entirely to misrepre- 
sent the historical nersonage is another 
question. Evidently Thackeray did not 
trouble himself about the moral char- 
acter of the particular scion of that 
“wicked, perjured race," which it suit- 
ed him to take for his purposes. It 
does seem unlikely, however, that 
he knew what the book under notice 
would have told him had it been extant 
when was written. But 
there were plenty of other books ex- 
tant which would have prevented him 
from believing in his own presentation, 
whether or not they would have pre- 
vented him from making it, and it looks 
unlikely that he consulted them, Most 
likely he set out to make a composite 
portrait of a Stuart, and to justify the 
ways of the English people toward the 
family. Even so, he would have had 
to leave out some strong family feat- 
ures. His Chevalier is no more like 
the father of his Chevalier than it ts 
like the Chevalier himself. It seems 
to be a kind of blend of “James the 
Third’s" Uncle Charles and his son 
Charles. 

Mr. Lang, indeed, suggests that a rec- 
oliection of the uncle as exhibited in 
Scott’s “ Woodstock” was in the later 
novelist’s mind. At any rate, there ts 
nothing of Jacobean history in his Jac- 
obite romance. Neither the putative 
hero, nor his father James, nor his 
great-grandfather James has contrib- 
uted any traits to the Prince in “ Es- 
mond.” 

All which scarcely justifies, perhaps, 
a book in this year of grace about that 
{ll-fated man whose lot it was to be dis- 
credited in popular British estimation, 
not only from the cradle to the grave, 
but before the cradle and after the 
grave. Certainly the popular belief 
that he was a spurious foundling whom 
it was endeavored to folst on the Eng- 
lish people was not for nothing in the 
excitement which resulted in the invo- 
cation of the Prince of Orange and the 
flight of James Il. His son was a much 
worse man, doubtless, a man who might 
well enough have sat to Thackeray for 
that fancy portrait of his father. But 
nevertheless the son had an attractive- 
ness which personal acquaintance with 
him did not always or altegether dispel.

The old Chevalier was’ never any- 
body's darling, never a hero of romance 
even of the most Dumasian. “The 
Forty-Five” is still a romantic episode 
in history. “The Fifteen” in which 
the elder Pretender was engaged was a 
mere melancholy fizzle and fiasco.

“James the Third’s” fault, but it was 
his incurable misfortune, Lord Ma- 
hon's history gives a description of him 
in his youth by one of the Jacobite 
Scottish gentlemen who rallied to his 
standard:

Not that the old Chevalier was a cow- 
ard. Heo had given his proofs in Bu- 
rope at Oudenarde and Malplaquet, and 
done his duty under fire, in his painful, 
lugubrious way. But as Prince Eugene 
said, according to the quotation in the 
present volume, “ Weeping is not the 
way to conquer kingdoms,” 

It ls quite true that he was an honest 
man. But the human race is not yet 50 
hard put to it for heroes as to make a 
hero of an honest man so deplorably in- 
efficient as this one, when he has been 
nearly a century and a half in his 
grave. His father was as honest a man 
as he, It is arguable that he also lost 
his kingdom on account of his honesty. 
If he had complied with what he could 
not help knowing to be the temper of 
the English people, the second James, 
cold, unattractive, and unpopular as he 
was in comparison with his brother and 
predecessor, might have been “the 
father of a line of Kings” even to this 
day. If he had been as debonair and as 
Laodicean as his Uncle Charles, the 
third James would very probably have 
been King after the death of Queen 
Anne, The Old Pretender’s honesty Is 
unquestionable. He made no compro- 
mises or concealments. No doubt there 
is something humanly fine in his say- 
ing, at a time when his interests de- 
pended on his discretion: “I neither 
want counsel nor advice to remain un- 
alterable in my fixed resolution of never 
dissembling my religion, but rather to 
abandon all rather than to act against 
my conscience and honor, cost what it 
will.” He was not of the mind of Henry 
of Navarre, who found that “ Paris was 
worth a mass.” He did not find Lon- 
don and a crown worth the abjuration 
of a mass. The Pretender was of the 
mind of his mother, Mary of Modena, 
even of his grandmother, Henrietta 
Maria, whose refusal to dissemble that 
she was in England as a missionary 
“in partibus” earned for her the exe- 
cration of Clarendon and the eloquent 
plaudits of Bossuet. 

With his sentiments, obviously the 
true sphere for the old Chevalier was & 
monastery and not political intrigue. 
It is all very well for the authors of this 
belated Jacobite pamphlet to berate the 
“Whig historians.” They even have 
reason. It is open to them, in their en- 
deavor to rehabilitate their subject, to 
say that he “ had kept the faith.” But 
it is absurd for them to say that he had 
“fought a good fight.” He had fought 
a silly and hopeless fight, made hope- 
less by his manner of fighting it. The 
judicious Hallam seems to strike a fair 
balance when he says of the Pretender: 
“ Without absolutely wanting capacity 
or courage, he gave the most undent- 
able evidence of his legitimacy by con- 
stantly resisting the counsels of wise 
men and yielding to those of priests.” 
So that, however wrong Thackeray may 
have been about his morals, Thackeray 
was quite in the right in noting his 
political impossibility 

It remains to be added that the pres- 
ent attempt at rehabilitation Its a bright 
and spirited piece of writing, quite wor- 
thy in most parts of Mr. Lang, though 
he assigns the larger share of the credit 
for it to his collaboratrix, Migs Shield. 
It contains some good and curious read- 
ing. The episode of the Postmistress of 
Nonancourt, a sort of French Flora 
Macdonald, who baffied the sples from 
the Hanoverian Embassy at Paris, and 
possibly saved the Pretender’s life at a 
time when there was a huge reward on 
his head, could be worked up, say, by & 
Stevenson, into a romantic and pictur- 
esque story. Only, be it understood, the 
romance and the picturesqueness would 
all have to be subscribed by the Post- 
mistress, nothing of those qualities be- 
ing attributable to the melancholy Pre- 
tender without doing great violence to 
history.

BY FOUR NEW MEN 


London Awaits Works by Un- 
known Authors of Diversi- 
fied Talents—Life of 
Irving Announced. 


SAONDON, Jan. 17.—Mr. John 
Lane is about to fling out 
simultaneously into the 
cruel world four new au- 
thors of four different 
kinds—a novelist, a poet, 
a critic, and an introspective writer. No 
one of the four has ever published a 
book before. The most interesting of 
the four is, so far as we can judge in 
advance, the critic. He is Mr. R. A. 
Scott-James, who has been able to raise 
those usually tedious paragraphs which 
I heard naively but not unjustly de- 
scribed the other day as “ book notes— 
you know those things printed with dots 
between,” to such heights that it is 
what he says, rather than the dots 
which separate his sayings, which gain 
our notice. Mr. Scott-James will deal 
fm his book with such people as Thomas 
Hardy, Maxim Gorky, Upton Sinclair, 
William Blake, and Marie Corelli, a se- 
lection as miscellaneous as the guests 
ata charity ball. 

The new poet also is said to be an ex- 
tremely promising person. But despite 
the fact, proved by some recently col- 
lected statistics, that verse is now a 
little better received than it used to be 
a few years ago, it is obvious that the 
public does not take much interest in 
minor poetry, and has a settled convic- 
tion that the days of major poetry are 
over. 

Both of these things are rather hard 
on the minor poets, who seem to be 
born among us in quite as large num- 
bers as they were in the days when 
there was a popular demand for their 
wares. Presumably many of them be- 
come regenerated after a short battle 
with the unpoetical world. George 
Moore has told us how he realized be- 
fore he was thirty that minor poetry ts 
not sufficient occupation for a lifetime. 
“J realized that fact suddenly,” says 
he whimsically. “I remember the 
very place, at the corner of Wellington } 
Street in the Strand.” Perhaps one of | 
these days this corner will become a |} 
place of pilgrimage for minor poets, a 
gort of literary Lourdes, which the un- 
successful versemaker will visit, leaving 
behind him when he goes the little vel- 
lum-bound volume which is his crutch. 


Lady Mary Wortley Montagu once 
said that “ general notions were gener- 
ally wrong,” but I do not believe even 
she would be wayward enough, could 
she see the jubilance of London pub- 
Hshers this week, to deny the truth of 
that worn generality that it is sweet to 
say, “I told you so.” The reason they 
are jubilant is that their prophecies 
that The Times Book Club would not 
be able to continue to run on its un- 
usual, and, according to their ideas, un- 
fair lines, have apparently come true, 
It ts said that The Times's library is 
about to become as other libraries, and 
the publishers are saying complacently, 
“Didn't we tell you this was how it 
would turn out?” 


The authoritative life of Sir Henry 
Irving is to be published next Autumn 
by Austin Brereton, who was a4 close 
friend of the great actor. Mr. Brereton 
is appealing through his publishers, 
Messrs. Longmans, Green & Co., for the 
loan of any letters by or about Irving. 
Ur till now the best known of the many 
books on Irving has been Mr. Bram 
Stoker’s two-volume work, which, when 
it was published, aroused a certain 
amount of amusement among candid 
critics, who protested that only about 
half of one volume was devoted to Irv- 
ing, the remaining volume and a half 
being about its genial author, Mr. 
Stoker. 


Another solution of “ The Mystery of | 
Edwin Drood,” Dickens’s unfinished 
novel, which since his death so many 
ambitious optimists have attempted to 
finish for him, has just been put for- 
ward by Mr. Comyns Carr. The new 
solution is in dramatic form, and has | 
been produced by Mr. Beerbohm Tree 
at His Majesty’s Theatre, where it has 
attracted much attention from literary 
people. This is not so much on account 
@f the excellence of Mr. Comyns Carr's 
work as from a very natural and human 


desire on the part of English writers to 
go see how the playwright has set about 
to finish Dickens's story, and, return- 
ing home, to tell their families how 
much better they’ could have finished it 
themselves. The sale of the book is 
said to have béen greatly increased 
during the past week. 


Such is the cynicism of those who 
live in great cities that we find it hard 
to believe in the absolute good faith of 
an advertisement inserted in an Eng- 
lish paper the other day. The adver- 
tisement, addressed to “ Charitable 
Readers,” states that a firm of pub- 
lishers has received from the author of 
a recently published novel an appeal! on 
behalf of the prototype of a character 
in his book, who has fallen into bad 
times. No names are given, but from 
the wording of the advertisement there 
is no doubt what author and what 
novel are meant. “ Full particulars,” 
says the publisher virtuously, “ are only 
withheld to dispel suspicion of un- 
worthy advertisement.” 

This original little procedure opens 
up wonderful possibilities. Before long 
we may be reading every day appeals 
on behalf of the novelist's prototypes, 
for I suppose most fictional characters 
have some sort of foundation among 
the author’s acquaintance. Presently 
we shall come perhaps on an advertise- 
ment gonceived after this fashion: 
“ Well-known authoress appeals on be- 
half of the original of her recent hero, 
Mr. Walter Majendie. This gentleman 
under great provocation has lately mur- 
dered his wife, and is now awaiting 
trial. Funds for his defense are greatly 
needed, and may be sent to the pub- 
lisher of the book.” GALBRAITH. 


BOOKS ABOUT BIRDS. 


RS. WRIGHT'S book, “‘GUray Lady 
and the Birds,’ (Macmillan,) begins 
with a quotation fromm Theodore 

Roosevelt's article on nature faking, from 
which one is led to suppose that, in tnus 
volume at least the child's mind will not be 
fed with stories that are false to nature or 
that after reading it and going with high 
hopes from its pages to the woods and 
fields he will not be driven back in disap- 
pointment from the stern facts of unim- 
aginative nature to the pleasing romances 
of the literary naturalist. 

The book is full of interesting details 
about our birds and tells many stories 
which should please the children and lead 
them to regard the little creatures as 
friends rather than objects of prey. The 
tone of sentimentality in “Gray Lady's” 
preachments is a trifle marked, but she 
conveys accurate information, even though 
it isa bit sticky with its sugar coating. 
The Macmillan Company has given the 
volume an excellent format, there are pu- 
merous colored plates and other illustra- 
tions, and the many lovers of Mabel Os- 
g00d Wright's books will find the present 
a particularly good example of her work. 

William Lovell Finley in his book, 
“American Birds, Studied and Photo- 
graphed from Life,” gives us a real treat. 
These pictures of nests and nestlings, 
half-grown and full-grown birds, birds 
flying, feeding, and conducting the affairs 
of their life, are fascinating. From hum- 
ming bird to American eagie the list runs, 
and a full one it is. The text, too, Is de- 
ightful, a simple and straightforward ac- 
count of the author’s experiences fn pho- 
tograpuing the birds and in taming many 
of them, besides a runni commentary 
on their habits and characteristics. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons issue the book, the press 
work and appearance of which are thor~ 
oughly satisfactory. 

Although written primarily for the man 
in the street, “‘ Ornithological and Other 
Oddittes.”” (John Lane Co., New York, $5 
net,) by Frank Finn, long connected with 
the Indian Museum at Calcutta, ts the 
result of many years of careful ob-~ 
servation as well as of a deep interest 
in the subject. There is an exceedingly 
interesting chapter on bird hybrids, an- 
other on birds that talk and mimic. In 
this connection Dr. Finn teils some funny 
stories of apropos remarks made by 
birds. The hill-rmmynah of India he con- 
siders to be the best-talking bird he 
knows. One of these birds, ‘says the 
writer, spoke in a deep-throaty voice and 
in an absolutely human way He seemed 
even to be possessed of a sense of humor, 
for when the. native servant, who had 
a taste for Hquor, occasionally squatted 
down before the cage and attempted to 
induce the bird to get off some of his 
stock phrases, the mynah would wickedly 
insist, over and over, *‘ Not a drop, upon 
my soul, not a drop.” 

There are also chapters on various ani- 
mals, and on the treatment of animals in 
India, with other matters. But the book 
concerns itself chiefly with odd or out-of- 
the-way birds. It is written with liter- 
ary charm, and one discerns behind the 
writer a delightful personality. Thero are 


many illustrations, those in the chapter 
on “Monkeys | Have Met” being par- 
ticularly amusing. Printed on good paper

ARIS, Jan. 15.—A decade 
ago or thereabout Ed- 
mund Gosse contributed 
to an American maga- 
zine an article entitled 
“A Great French Novel.” 

The novel tn question was the “La 
Terre Qui Meurt” of René Bazin. Of 
this book Mr. Gosse said: “No more 
graceful story has for many years been 
published in France, none more re- 
strained, none more serenely and be- 
comingly balanced in its parts. More- 
over, the absolute purity of M. Bazin’s 
work and the absence from it of all 
that is coarse and cynical and unbe- 
coming, combined as this negative 
merit is with the positive one of a mas- 
culine seriousness of tone, give him a 
place of honor in the ranks of French 
novelists to-day. * * * I can recol- 
lect no recent work which is nearly so 
successful as this in rendering the pe- 
culiar impression of French rural life. 
* © ® There are few books with 
which ‘La Terre Qui Meurt’ can be 
compared; but it may be said that it 
does for the marshes of Vendée what 
Mr. Thomas Hardy has done for Dor- 
setshire, and Ferdinand Fabre for the 
slopes of the Cévennes. It {s a contri- 
bation on which French lIiterature— 
which we are sometimes inclined to 
consider another terre qui meurt—may 
be warmly congratulated.” 


At the time this was written the lit- 
erary baggage of René Bazin already 
consisted of three or four volumes of 
travel, a dozen novels and volumes of 
short stories, all charming, but defi- 
cient fn the splendid virility which in- 
formed “La Terre Qui Meurt.” He 
has since produced “Les Oberlé,” a 
strong novel giving the history of a 
typical French family in the lost prov- 
ince of Alsace; “I Donatienne,” a 
poignant tale of the sorrows of a poor 
Breton woman forced to abandon her 
native province, (books in which love 
of the soi) is depicted with rare power,) 
and “ L’Isolée,” a touching recital of 
the sufferings connected with the evic- 
tion of the nuns in the Rhone district; 
and he has become a member of the 
French Academy. 

A new book by René Bazin has lately 
appeared on the bookstalis, entitled 
“Le Bl Qui Léve,”’ in which, as in the 
best of his works, love of the soil 
plays an important role. The scene is 
laid in “ Le Nivernais,”" a much-wood- 
ed French province relatively little ex- 
ploited in literature. “Le Blé Quf 
Léve”™ ts primarily a study of the con- 
sequences of the extension of the labor 
union movement from the city to the 
country—of the conflict, (undreamed of 
yesterday but envenomed to-day,) be- 
tween labor ar capital in the remote 
rural] districts It preaches the doc- 
trine that the only possible solution of 
the social problem lies in the applica- 
tion of the teachings of the Gospel. By 
reason of this direct preaching (from 
which, as a rule, M. Bazin has care- 
fuly refrained hitherto) “Le Blé Qui 
Léve”™ is less 
than “La Terre Qui Meurt.” It 
nevertheless a work of real beauty

Capt. Mahan’s father, 
Dennis Hart Mahan, was for forty 
years a Professor of Mathematics at 
West Point, and tn his time taught the 
majority of those who became famous 
on both the Northern and Southern 
side of the war of secession. He was a 
Virginian, and showed his loyalty to 
his State in the declaration to his son: 
“Your mother is Northern, and very 
few can approach her; but still, in the 
general, none compare for me with the 
Southern woman.” Mahan calls him- 
“one-half Irish, one-fourth Eng- 

and a good deal more than a 
‘trace’ of French,” and shows how his 
early environment did much to condi- 
tion his later career and to make it 
difficult but inevitable that, like Far- 
ragut and Drayton, he should swing to 
the North when the break over State 
rights came. 

Some of his early recollections in- 
clude pietures of the Hudson at West 
Point, frozen up several months in the 
year; the seeing of the first trains on 
the opposite bank in 1848, and his sur- 
prise at the appearance of a man with 
a beard among the engineers returning 
to West Point from the Mexican war— 
odd fact reminding the reader of 
Longfellow's reference, in his poem on 
“My Lost Youth,” to the “Spanish 
sailors, with bearded lips.” It is inter- 
esting to learn that Prof. Mahan did 
not approve of his son’s choice of a 
naval career, and pathetic to hear the 
author admit: “‘I think myself now 
that he was right; for, though I have no 
cause to complain of unsuccess, I be- 
lieve I should have Gone better else- 
where.” Prof. Mahan, however, gave 
the fifteen-year-old lad a letter or two 
to celebrities in Washington, including 
Jefferson Davis, but this did not pre- 
vent the boy receiving a cold douche at 
the hands of an old gentleman,.a dis- 
tant relative in Philadelphia, who 
snapped out: “ Well, I hope you won't 
get your appointment! 
a sailor who has contrivance enough to 
get himself into jail; for being In a ship 
is being in a jail, with the chance of 
being drowned.” 

The elder Mahan naturally frowned 
upon »the anti-slavery movement, so

“It cannot be denied that the finan- 
cial crisis we have passed marks the 
end of a period. Some of the factors 
of the past decade will not reappear in 
American finance. The tone of busi- 
mess may be modified. Perhaps the 
change of mood may show itself in 
literature. Then, too, perhaps, we are 
at the end of an era; We are likely to 
gee leas during the next ten years of the 
novel of action. Perhaps we shall see 
more of the novel of reflection, of 
novels of character, dealing with in- 
ternal rather than visible crises.” 

Judging by the plans for the coming 
season in the world of books, this pre- 
diction as to the probable character of 
our literary output does not seem far 
afield. But after all publishers are 
dependent on the writers, and the lat- 
ter—well, to say the least, they cannot 
always be counted upon to follow the 
logical tendency of a historical epoch. 
Here, for instance, is a typical, if thor- 
oughly amusing letter from a literary 
aspirant, received this week by another 
New York publisher, which gives am- 
ple illustration of the odd notions en- 
tertained by would-be writers as to 
the possibilities of their own profes- 
gion:

PRINCIPLES oF "ECONOMICS, By 
Edwin R, A. Seligman, Li. D. Pp 710

N edition of this standard work has 
been required for each of the three 
years since its publication, and the 

latest is now offered, almost as up. to 

date as a newspaper, and quite as much 
so as the “fact stories” which crowd 
the magazines. Official figures are pre- 
pared in installments by years, or by dec- 
ades and half decades, so that a book 
good enough to require annual republica- 
tlon loses nothing by comparison with 
any other form of printed instruction, 

And such a book as Dr. Seligman writes 

has this distinct advantage—that ft pre- 

sents this mass of information digested 
and co-ordinated and referred to its ap- 
propriate place in the scheme. 

Not everything can be got into even 
s0 many as 700 pages, but there ts plenty 
presented here to make rubbish of thou- 
sands of pages of statutes which appear 
in the same year as the imprint of this 
volume, It ts a pity that our honorable 
lawmakers before beginning thelr labors 
do not acquaint themselves with what it 
is tmpossible to do by statute, and what 
is the predestined and foreordained result 
of lawmakings which Judges and juries 
decline to enforce. This is particularly 
true of economic legislation. A statute 
regarding Sunday observance, or an ex- 
cise law, or any other statute of similar 
sort, may be passed and be comparatively 
harmiess, whether enforced or not. The 
community -will adjust itself to its re- 
quirements or to its non-enforcement 
automatically. But balance sheets do not 
lend themselves to such treatment. 
Statutes regarding profits and losses are 
not allowed to become dead Ict . tor 
they abound fn dem gic politics, and

EARS ago the wise and bril- 
; Mant Gail Hamilton made 
a fearless statement that, 
“In the domain of letters 
is none but Squatter Sov- 
ereignty."" ' In the belief 
that the domain of criticism is” equally 
free and open, I beg briefly to “ take up 
land,” with respect to Mr. Henry James. 
It seems to me that every member of 
the “Henry James Fellowship,” next 
door or aloof, has a right to protest vig- 
orously against the so stated “ recen- 
sion’’ of the incomparable Henry James 


novels. 

To my mind Mr. Henry James has had 
two distinct Literary productive stages; 
lis morning period in which he painted 
water colors, and his afternoon manner, 
in which he worked in ofl The morning 
books were of light touch, lucid phrase, 
and of exquisite tints; the afternoon 
books—of equal artistic Itnterest except 
to such {ntellectually lazy persons as say 
they cannot read Henry James—have been 
of more sombre outline, thicker pigment, 
and denser atmosphere. 

For Mr. Henry James now to come for 
ward and paint the morning water colors 
over in the afternoon oil is an error in 
judgment which the Henry James Fellow- 
ship at large is by no means intending to 
accept or condone. 

For many years—three-quarters of a 
century at least—this little Indiana town 
of-New Albany has had the architectural 
blessing of a beautiful and benignant old 
brown sandstone bank—quarried from the 
rock-ribbed hills adjacent to the town. A 
few years ago a real estate vandal from 
Louisville, Ky., purchased the abandoned 
bank and sent over a squad of men, who 
painted the noble old edifice—actually 
covered the soft patina of the old stone 
with a glittering coat of yellow paint. A 
few horror-stricken citizens protested— 
but in vain; the absurd renovation was 
carried on and completed. 

The definitive edition of Mr. Henry 
James's books seems to bear a somewhat 
resemblance to the desecrated painted 
gandstone bank. 

In the “ American Scene,” if my mem- 
ory serve me aright, as a “ Passionate 
Pilgrim" to old American shrines, Mr. 
James describes himself—-in “ Boston,” 
was it not?—as having to “muffle his 
head, still his heart,”’ and, with outraged 
memories, pass on forever, 

So—as to the new Henry James books— 
the Henry James Fellowship ts deter- 
mined to muffle its head, still its heart, 
grapple to its soul with hooks of steel 
the old editions and fare on down other 
waya, 

Since the morning books are to be done 
over—or, literally, “done for’’—in the 
afternoon manner, why not let the lazy- 
persons-who-cannot- read - Henry - James 
ask, may not the afternoon books be, as 
logicaly, done over—and “done for”’— 
in the morning manner? 

Surely the aggrieved fellowship may 
be allowed to acquit Mr. Henry James 
as far as possible and blame this curious 
revision theory on the publisher. If this 
be the case, let us hope the illustrious 
author—at some later-later day—may ab- 
solve his laurels and soothe his true pub- 
lic in an article entitled: “ Why I Wrote 
When I Wrote What I Wrote About Por- 
trait ofa Lady.”

I have more than once asked myself 
why ts it that publishers in the beginning 
ot chapters or articles so generally make 
use Of some absurdly fancy or bizarre de- 
sign of initial letter; a design of letter tn 
many instances so fan ‘astically and freak- 
ishly concelved that the reader can only 
make {t out by the common sense letters 
that follow. In other worls, the reader 
ia often obliged to trace the word back- 
ward tn order to discover what the first 
letter was intended to be; an alleged in- 
{tlal letter which, as far as intelligibility 
and artistic effect are concerned, might 
as well be an amorphous splotch of print- 
er’s ink the size of a man’s hand, more or 
less.

Books—Mr. Pidgin’s “Theo- 
dosia” —An Abundance 
of Fiction Promised. 


OSTON, Jan. 17.—In_ the 
somewhat ambitious 
scheme of Mr. Charles Fel- 
ton Pidgin’'s Burr memoirs 
there can be no volume 
from which he can expect 
as much pleasure as he 

will probably take in “ Theodosia,” issued 
this week by the C. M. Clark Publishing 
Company. With the double intention of 
lessening the number of repetitions inevi- 
table in a history embodied in episodes 
and tn detached biographies, and of giving 
each separate portrait a clearness attain- 
able only by detachment, he has eliminat- 
ed the disputed passages in Burr's own 
life from this volume, showing him only 
in his domestic capacity, and chiefly as a 
wonderfully ingenious teacher and judl- 
cious father, who anticipated much of the 
“new” pedagogy and psychology. The 
story of Theodosia herself is preceded by 
accounts of her Edwards and Burr, Still- 
well and Bartow ancestors, and is 60 
largely composed of passages from her 
diaries and correspondence that one sees 
her with one's own eyes, not with the au- 
thor’s. Later, when, her education 
completed, one views the father’s reward 
for his wisdom; the daughter's, for her 
obedience; their relation appears as one 
of the most beautiful romances of paterni- 
ty. Mr. Pidgin dedicates hig book to ‘‘The 
young women graduates of advanced in- 
stitutions of learning in America and for- 
eign lands, in memory of Theodosia,"’ and 
he is careful to show how well rounded 
was the training that she received for the 
iife that was so brief. The grief of the 
two men whom she loved is shown by 
their letters. Many, if not all, the more or 
less mythical stories of her death are 
given in their original form, and por- 
traits of many of her kinswomen are fur- 
nished for comparison with the alleged 
“Nag’s Head” portrait of her, and a 
Bibliography and a list of authorities and 
references with a personal and topical 
index make review and verification of 
citations easy.

I, J. SOLOMON.-In ‘‘The Blue Flower,” 
by Henry Van e, tn the chapter “ The 
Other Wise Man,” the following passage ap- 
pears. ‘‘ We have studied the sky, and in the 
Spring of the year we saw tWo of the greatest 
planets draw near together in the sign of the 
Fish, which is the house of the Hebrews."’ 
What is the “sign of the Fish, which {is the 
house of the Hebrews"' ? The zodiacal sign 
af the fish is ** Pisces,” and I fail to eee the 
connection, 

The signs of the zodiac are sometimes 
called houses; thus, Pisces, or the House 
of the Hebrews. Dr. Henry Van Dyke 
kindly aids us in answering the query. 
The subject is discussed in Alfred Bders- 
heim’s “The Life and Times of Jesus, 
the Messiah,” Vol I., Book IL, Chapter 
VUL, pp. 209-13. Our space is too lim- 
ited to quote fully what Edersheim says. 
He, however, first alludes to the state- 
ment of the well-known Jewish com- 
mentator, Abarbanel, (or Abrabanel,) that 
the conjunction of Jupiter and Saturn in 
the constellation Pisces betokened the 
birth of the Messiah and the final de- 
liverance of Israel. Then Edersheim tells 
of the ancient Jewish traditions about the 
appearance of a. gtar m the East two 
years before the bérth of the Messiah, and 
goes on to say: 

“ Astronomically speaking, and without 
any reference to controversy there can be 
no doubt that the most remarkable con- 
junction of planets—that of Jupiter and 
Saturn in the constellation Pisces, which 
occurs only once in 800 years—did take 
place no less than three times in the year 
747 A. U. C., or two years before the 
birth of Christ, (in May, October, and 
December.) This conjunction is: admitted 
by all. astronomers. It wag not only 
extraordinary, but presented the most 
brillant spectacle in the night sky, such 
as could not but attract the attention of 
all who watched the sidereal heavens, but 
especially of those Who busied them- 
selves with astrology. In the year fol- 
lowing, that is in 748 A. U. C., another 
planet, Mars, joined this conjunction. 
* * * Kepler, who was led to the dis- 
covery by observing a similar conjunc- 
tion In 1603-4, also noticed that when_the 
three planets came into conjunction a 
new, extraordinarily brilliant and pectu- 
liarly colored evanescent star was visible 
between Jupiter and Saturn, and he sug- 
gested that a similar star had appeared 
under the same circumstances in the con- 
janction preceding the Nativity. © * * 
If so, this would be ‘the Star of the 
Magi,’ in its rising. © © * In the as- 
tronomical tables of the Chinese—to whose 
general trustworthiness so high an au- 
thority as Humboldt bears testimony— 
the appearance of an evanescent star was 
noted. Pingré and others have designated 
ft as a comet, and calculated its first ap- 
pearance in February, 750 A. U. C., which 
is just the time when the Magl would in 
all probability leave Jerusalem for Beth- 
Iehem. * * * Such a sidereal opposition 
would be visible to those who left Jerusa- 
lem and * * * would point—almost 
seem to go before—in the direction of and 
stand over Bethlehem.”

A writer in 
Notes and Queries says that lady ts from 
the Anglo-Saxon hilafdig, the initial let- 
ter of which being omitted gives lafd-ig. 
This, with the final ig changed to y, be- 
comes lafd-y. Suppression of the f gives 
us lady. The meaning of hflafd-iz, he 
says, is lofty, raised, exalted. He adds 
that lady is otherwise derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon, but that the derivation 
given by him ts preferred by the chicf 
etymologists. 

The English Dictionary, 
Clarendon Press, Oxford, and edited by 
Dr. James A. H. Murray, says, however, 
that lady is from hilaf, loaf, and dig, to 
knead. It adds: “ Like the correspond- 
ing masculine designation hlAford, Lord, 
the word is not found outside English 
(The Icelandic lafi is adopted from middle 
English.) The etymology above quoted is 
not very plausible with regard 
but the attempts to explain hlaefdige as 
a derivation of hl4ford are unsatisfactory; 
the feminine suffix in old English is icge, 
not ize, and the umlauf in the first syl- 
lable is difficult to explain on this sup- 
position. 

“The old English ae, being regularty 
shortened in middle English before two 
consonants yielded regularly 4 and @ ac- 
cording to dialect. The middle English 
léfdi, lévdi is represented by sc: laddy, the 
other form léfdi, (lAvdi,) became lavedi, 
(three syliables,) and by regular develop- 
ment lavedi; afterward the e became sl- 
lent and the v was dropped; hence the 
modern English form."’ 

Of course the Gospel of St. John fn the 
first century of the Christian era was 
not Anglo-Saxon. In the first verse of the 
Second Epistle of St. John the sentence, 
“The Elder unto the elect lady and her 
children,” is said to be the only in- 
stance of the use of the word lady in the 
New Testament. The Greek word is 
“kupia’ and the Latin “ domina." 

It seems reasonable to believe that the 
old English translators of the Bible, In 
using the word lady for kupia and doml- 
na, meant a “ lofty, raised, exalted" wo- 
man, rather than a kneader of dough,

CHARLES F. FRENCH.—Can you give me 
any information -regarding a bronze Napoleon 
medal? On one side is a portrait of the Em- 
peror surmounted with crown and surrounded 
with Inmrel wreaths and letterifi¢, ‘‘ Napoleon 
1. Empereur.’"' The opposite side has an in- 
scription. 

This question was answered in this 
column on April 6, 1907, but for the in- 
formation of the inquirer we repeat that 
the medal referred to is known as the 
medal of St. Helena. The French Gov- 
ernment decided in 1857 that. a com- 
memorative medal should be presented 
to each of the surviving veterans who had 
fought under the banners of France in the 
great wars between 1792 and 1815. The 
idea was to honor, by a spécial distinction, 
the former companions in arms of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte. The outer inscription 
on the reverse side reads “ Campagnes 
{not Compagnons) de 1792 & 1815." The 
medal is worn as @ boutonniere, suspend- 
ea from a green and red ribbon, with 
very narrow stripes. The medal could not 
have been given by Napoleon I. to any 
one, as it was not struck until long after 
his death. We do not recall how many 
of these medals were struck. 


T. McL.—Can you give me any information 
sbout the present-day Irish author, Michael

Michael John Fitzgerald McCarthy was 
born at Middleton, County Cork, Ireland. 
He is a barrister at law. In 1887 he mar- 
ried Margaret Ronoyne. Since 1901 he has 
written and spoken against the power 
exercised by the Roman Catholic Church 
in politics and education. He is a Union- 
ist, and, in 1904, was unsuccessful in an 
atiempt to get a seat In Parliament.

But, however this way be, the source ts 
protably in a saying often used by Thomas 
a Kempis and found in several slightly varied 
forms.

In briefer form it ts inscribed on a picture 
of a Kempis at Zwoll, the last clause being 
“in angello eum Iibello—‘in a little nook 
with a little book ’’—while in King’s “ Classical 
Quotations ** a aimiiar sentence, taken from 
the preface of “‘ De Imitatione,” has “in an- 
gellis et lMbellis*’—‘‘ in Little nooks and little 
books.”’

Richard Hooker Wilmer, Episco- 
pal Wit: How He Supported 
Confederacy and Fought 
Gen. Thomas,

LL Southerners and @ 
great many people in 
other parts of the coun- 
try have heard of Bishop 
Richard Hooker Wilmer. 
There are few characters 

of whom so many good stories are told. 
He died in 1900, and his biography* 
comes at an appropriate time, when his 
memory is still fresh and when the 
events in which he played an important 
part are sufficiently remote to be 
viewed dispassionately by the present 
generation of Americans. 

It is the story of a truly remarkable 
man, of splendid personal presence, a 
scholar who practiced his Latin each 
day by recording in that language some 
ordinary event; of great eloquence in 
the pulpit and a dead shot In the hunt- 
ing field; an uncompromising adherent 
of the cause of the South in the civil 
war and so good a practical economist 
that through all he 
never in debt and never dunned his con- 
gregation for his valiant 
champion of the independence of 
Church from-State; a noted humorist 
and wit; a fine horseman, and an ex- 
pert at billiards.

Throughout the war, however, he pub- 
licly and strenuously urged men to take 
the field and fight the battles of the 
South. He never doubted that ‘the 
South was right or that the verdict of 
history would eventually be in her 
favor. . He believed “in State sover- 
elgnty, and he believed slavery to be @ 
beneficent institution. A few slaves 
came to him as part of his wife’s dow- 
er, and they grew old and @ied in his 
service, but he never sold a slave in his 
life, and bought them but once. A 
number of family negroes were about 
to be sold to traders, and he borrowed 
$1,000 from John Stewart, bought them 
in, and provided for them. His father 
died in poverty, because he had spent 4 
large part of his income in buying ne- 
groes in order that he might manumit 
them. Nevertheless, Wilmer could and 
did argue in favor of slavery. 1. 

In November, 1861, he was elected 
Bishop of-Alabama, and: almost imme- 
diately thereafter found himself in a 
position such as no American clergy- 
man had ever occupied before or ever 
occupied again. One by one the South- 
ern States seceded from the Union, and 
soon there was not, so far as the South 
was concerned, any “ Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America"; but 
in due season there rose instead “ the 
Episcopal Church in the Confederate 
States of America,” and under its aus- 
pices Wilmer was consecrated at Rich- 
mond on March 6, 1862, belng the only 
Zishop of the Church 
secrated while the Confederacy 
existence.

Thomas was 
the military commander of Alabama, 
and he was a man peculiarly hateful to 
Wilmer. Being a Virgihian who had 
fought against Virginia, Wilmer had 
not _hesitated to pronounce him a 
traitor, and he was smarting under the 
knowledge that the Bishep had done 
him this cruel injustice. Mr. Whitaker 
hints at a personal motive for the ac- 
tion he now took against Wilmer. On 
Sept. 20, 1866, he issued “‘ General Or- 
ders No. 38," requiring the Episcopal 
churches to use the prayer for the 
President of the United States. When 
Wilmer received this order he asked 
whether force would be used to close 
the churches if it were disobeyed. He 
was told that it would be. Therefore 
he ordered the churches closed, and for 
some time services were held in private 
houses by men and women who consid- 
ered themselves persecuted for con- 
science sake, Wilmer issued a pastoral 
letter defending his position and point- 
ing with irresistible force to the funda- 
mental -principle of independence of 
Church from State which had been vio- 
lated. He carried the contest to Wash- 
ington, and it is not a pleasant reflec- 
tion for Americans of the present day 
that at first Gen. Thomas wa’ upheld. 
The justice of Wilmer’s position was, 
however, finally acknowledged, and the 
general orders were ordered to be re- 
voked. This was done by Thomas in 
“General Orders No. 40," which were 
couched In language of studied personal 
insult to Wilmer. Immediately after 
the orders were received, the civil au- 
thorities having in the meantime been 
restored In Alabama, Wilmer ordered 
the prayer for the President of the 
States be put into regular 
The incident was now closed, but 
behind a train of bitter feeling 
which it took many years to wipe out.

It was a few years later, when he was 
in New York raising money for his or- 
phan asylum, that he was induced to 
Propound the Lazarus conundrum 
which Gen. Harry Maury of Virginia 
had invented. He was at a. dinner 
party and was urged to say what was 
the hardest thing he had ever heard in 
the South against the North. He was 
Promised immunity, and finally said it 
was found in the conundrum, “ Why 
was the South like Lazarus?” the an- 
swer being, “ Because she was licked by 
dogs.” His hosts took the joke in good 
part, except one old gentleman, who 
erew red in the face and blurted out, 
“ Well, Sir, if you at the South consider 
us dogs, why do you come up here to 
beg for money “ Because, Sir,” 
calmly replied the Bishop, “in the 
South we believe in the proverb that 
the hair of the dog is good for the 
bite,” 

It is gratifying to know that, while 
the inflexible Bishop never changed his 
mind about the civil war, his feelings 
perceptibly softened toward the end of 
his life, and Mr. Whitaker quotes one 
of his late letters in which he praises 
President McKinley and rejoices at the 
defeat of Bryan.
